Many who were fortunate enough to listen to Hin- 
ton’s discussion of the Tiananmen tragedy will not 
soon forget his graphic descriptions of a scene 
which will be etched in his memory forever. From 
the filling of the square to the explosions of the 
army's gunfire on the unarmed students, Hinton 
was there to witness it all. 


The Tropp Lecture series is another way in which 
Wheaton strives to keep its’ students informed of 
and ready to meet the challenges of the world. Wil- 
liam Hinton has succeeded in bringing a pivotal 
event to the understanding of the Wheaton com- 
munity.
